Health Overhaul 
Reduces Deficit,

Washington 

President Obama’s health-care over- 
haul wiU reduce rather than increase 
the nation’s huge federal deficits 
over the next decade, Congress’ 
nonpartisan budget scorekeepers 
said Tuesday, supporting Obama’s 
contention in a major election-year 
dispute with Republicans. 

Republicans have insisted that 
“Obamacare” will actually raise 
deficits — by “trillions,” accord- 
ing to presumed GOP presiden- 
tial candidate Mitt Romney. But 
that’s not so, the Congressional 
Budget Office said. The CBO esti- 
mated that Republican legisla- 
tion to repeal the overhaul would 
increase the deficit by $109 billion 
from 2013 to 2022. (ap)

Defector Speaks Out 

Brig. Gen. Manaf TIass, a top Syrian military commander and close friend of 
President Bashar Assad, on Tuesday confirmed his defection from the regime. 
TIass, son of a former defense minister, said in a video broadcast on Al-Arabi- 
ya TV that Syrians must work together to build a new, democratic country. It 
was his first public appearance since he left Syria this month. His long silence 
raised questions about whether he had joined the uprising or merely fled the 
civil war. He is the highest-level defector from the Syrian regime in 16 months 
of bloodshed that activists say has killed more than 19,000 people, (ap) 


Fighting for Aleppo 
intensifies as regime 
recovers from losses 

Beirut 

Fighter jets unleashed sonic booms 
and helicopter gunships strafed 
rebels as they pressed their fight 
Tuesday into new neighborhoods 
in Aleppo, Syria’s largest city. Far- 
ther south, ground troops combed 
Damascus after the nearly complete 
rout of the largest rebel assault yet 
on the capital. 

After a series of setbacks. Pres- 
ident Bashar Assad’s forces are 
solidifying their grip on Aleppo 
and Damascus, knowing that their 
fall would almost certainly spell 
the regime’s end. 

The regime appears to be 


regaining momentum. But while 
its forces easily outgun the rebels 
in direct confrontations, the rebel- 
lion has spread them thin — point- 
ing to a drawn-out civil war. 

Syria’s two biggest cities, home 
to more than one-third of the coun- 
try’s 22 million people and centers 
of its political and economic life, 
have remained largely insulated 
from the unrest that has ravaged 


much of the rest of the country dur- 
ing the 16 -month conflict. 

But this month, rebels from 
surrounding areas have pushed 
into both, bringing street battles 
to previously calm urban neigh- 
borhoods. 

The fighting in each city has 
followed a similar script. 

After building up their forces in 
the countryside and clashing with 


government troops there, rebels 
pressed into Damascus early last 
week, sparking clashes around the 
city with government troops. 

The opposition landed a harsh 
blow July 18, when a bomb tore 
through a high-level security meet- 
ing, killing four top Assad aides. 

But the battle turned when the 
regime deployed the overwhelm- 
ing force it has used to crush reb- 
els elsewhere, shelling residential 
areas and targeting rebels with 
machine guns and attack heli- 
copters. 

On Tuesday, the government 
appeared to have largely retak- 
en the capital. Activists report- 
ed shelling and sporadic clashes 
between troops and rebels in and 
around the city, but acknowledged 
that most fighters had withdrawn.

Egypt’s president on Tuesday 
appointed a U.S.-educated Cabinet 
minister as the premier, assigned 
to turn the nation’s economy and 
security around after 17 months of 
instability. 

The designa- 
tion of Hesham 
Kandil, in his 40s, 
comes nearly a 
month after Pres- 
ident Mohammed 
Morsi was sworn 
in as Egypt’s first 
freely elected civilian president. 

The military, which took power 
after Hosni Mubarak’s ouster last 
year, holds much power, leaving it 
unclear what the prime minister’s

U.K. Hacking Fallout 
Again Threatens PM 


New charges filed 
against 2 ex-editors 
with ties to Cameron 

London 

Britain’s phone hacking scandal 
entered a new and expanded crim- 
inal phase Tuesday, with charges 
brought against two former mem- 
bers of Prime Minister David Cam- 
eron’s inner circle over a campaign 
of illegal espionage that has rocked 
the country’s establishment. 

The Crown Prosecution Ser- 
vice announced Tuesday that Andy 
Coulson and Rebekah Brooks — 
former editors of Rupert Mur- 
doch’s now-shuttered News of the 
World tabloid — were among eight 
people charged with conspiring to 
intercept the communications of 
at least 600 people between 2000 
and 2006, including a murdered 
teenager and Brad Pitt. 

Coulson and Brooks, who had 
previously been charged in relat- 
ed cases, have both denied any 
wrongdoing. 


Backstory 

Phone hacking first came to pub- 
lic attention in 2006, when a private 
investigator and a News of the World 
editor were arrested on suspicion of 
hacking into the voicemails of Brit- 
ish royals. The scandal exploded 
lastsummer when the Guardian re- 
vealed that the News of the World 
had hacked into the voicemail of 
13-year-old Milly Dowler, whose 
2002 murder transfixed the U.K. (ap)

‘Turning the 
Tide’ on HiV 

Summit in D.C. grapples with the political 
and economic challenges of the epidemic 


Washington 

From dark days to a critical turning 
point in the AIDS epidemic: The land- 
scape has changed dramatically in the 
two decades since the world’s largest 
AIDS conference last met in the U.S. 

Back in 1990, the first good medi- 
cines were still a few years away. Before 
they arrived, caring for patients with 
HIV was like “putting Band-Aids on 
hemorrhages,” said leading U.S. AIDS 
researcher Dr. Anthony Fauci. 

Fast-forward: Today’s anti-AIDS 
drugs work so well they not only give 
people with HIV a near-normal life 
expectancy, they offer a double wham- 
my — making those patients less like- 
ly to infect other people. 

The 19th International AIDS Con- 
ference, which opened Sunday in the 


District, has set the goal of “turning 
the tide” on HIV and stemming its 
spread through new powerful protec- 
tion efforts. 

But the challenge that more than 
20,000 scientists, doctors, people living 
with HIV and policymakers are grap- 
pling with this week is how to get to 
what the Obama administration calls 
an AIDS-free generation. Where’s the 
money? What works best in different 
countries and cultures? 

And with HIV increasingly an epi- 
demic of the poor and the marginalized, 
will countries find the will to invest in 
the most vulnerable? 

“Rich countries think. Who cares? 
We have the treatment. I hear now 
that HIV is a chronic condition,”’ said 
French Nobel laureate Francoise Barre- 
Sinoussi, co-discoverer of HIV. “I real- 


ly think there is not the same political 
commitment as it was in the past.” 

That political commitment must 
expand to fight stigmas that are driv- 
ing some of the populations most at risk 
— gay and bisexual men, sex workers 
and injecting drug users — away from 
programs that could help protect them 
from getting or spreading HIV, said 
Michel Sidibe, director of UNAIDS, the 
United Nations AIDS program. 

“It’s outrageous that in 2012, when 
we have everything to beat this epidem- 
ic, that we still have to fight prejudice, 
stigma, exclusion,” he said. 

There’s still no cure and no vaccine. 
For every person who starts treatment, 
two more are becoming infected. But 
scientists increasingly say they have

On the Vaccine Hunt 


Sc/ent/sts compare the hunt for an 
AIDS vaccine to the search for the 
Holy Gra/l. And for three decades, a 
vaccine has proved to be about as dif- 
ficult to f ind. Only three vaccine tri- 
als have been completed since 1983, 
when Robert Gallo and Luc Montag- 
nier identified HIV— the virus that 
causes AIDS. Yet, leaders in AIDS vac- 
cine research say they may f inally be 
on the cusp of a period of major dis- 
covery leading to a vaccine, (twp) 

Why the Hope? 

The optimism stems from recent strides 
in understanding antibodies— the first 
weapons the human immune system de- 
ploys to fight an infection. 

How Does 
HIV Work? 

When a person is exposed to the AIDS vi- 
rus, the immune system churns out mil- 
lions of antibodies to fight it. HIV shakes 
off the vast majority of them and infil- 
trates cells. The virus mutates easily, so 
people with AIDS have millions of differ- 
ent copies of HIV in their bloodstreams. 

How Would a 
Vaccine Work? 

Researchers are focused on the rare mi- 
nority of antibodies that inhibit the virus. 

In the past three years, scientists have 
worked out the structures of nearly two 
dozen such antibodies, and they have 
developed thetechnology to find more. 

If they can trigger these antibodies in 
healthy people, researchers suspect, they 
can create an effective AIDS vaccine. 


new tools to add to condoms. 

Studies show that treating HIV right 
away rather than after someone is sick 
lowers patients’ chances of spreading 
the virus through sex by 96 percent. 

Already, Fauci said, regions that are 
pushing to get more people tested and 
rushed into treatment are starting to see 
infections drop. The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration just approved use of a 
daily AIDS medicine, Truvada, for use by 
healthy people hoping to lower the risk 
of infection by a sexual partner.

Remake of Union Station Eyed 


Amtrak proposes 
$7B plan that would 
double train capacity 

Washington 

Amtrak is proposing a $7 billion 
transformation of Union Station 
that it says would triple passen- 
ger capacity, double train capaci- 
ty and transform the overcrowded 
station into a high-speed rail hub 
serving the Northeast. 

The plan, to be unveiled 
Wednesday afternoon, calls for 
doubling the numbers of trains 


the station can accommodate and 
improving the passenger experi- 
ence at what is already the sec- 
ond-busiest Amtrak station in the 
country, with 100,000 passenger 
trips per day. 

The building’s corridors, con- 
courses and platforms — many dat- 
ing to the station’s 1909 opening — 
are regularly jammed during rush 
hour and major tourist events. The 
station’s overcrowded tracks hinder 
Amtrak or regional train operators 
from adding new trains. 

Much of Union Station’s expan- 
sion would come below ground, 
where Amtrak plans to add new

platforms, tracks and shopping. 

Six tracks dedicated to high 
speed rail would be added, which 
could provide travel times as short 
at 94 minutes to New York City’s 


Penn Station by 2030. 

Local leaders praised the 
plan. 

The first phase of the overhaul 
would take place between 2013 
and 2017 and cost $200 million 
to $300 million. It would include a 
replacement of Concourse A, where 
passengers are currently often left 
waiting in lines before entering the 
track while shoppers and travelers 
struggle to pass. 

But Amtrak and its partners 
have said little thus far about how 
to raise the $6.5 billion to $7.5 bil- 
lion that the estimated upgrades

Pepco officials said Tuesday that 
the much-reduced rate increase 
they received in Maryland leaves 
them questioning whether they can 
sustain the investment needed to 
improve reliability for its 530,000 
state customers. 

Thomas Graham, Pepco region 
president, said in a statement that 
the utility “will have to find cuts 
in other spending categories.” He 
added “this decision is counterpro- 
ductive to our goals to improve our 
customer experience.” 

Pepco did not say whether it 
intends to appeal the decision by 
the Maryland Public Service Com- 
mission to give Pepco $18.1 mil- 
lion of the $68 million increase it 
sought, a ruling that immediately 
raises average residential monthly 
bills by about $2, not $5.50. 

The increase is the first for 
Pepco in Maryland in three years.

The Arlington County Board 
early Tuesday endorsed building a 
4.9-niile streetcar line along Colum-

Board member Libby Garvey, 
D, who took office four months ago 
after winning a special election 
partiy on the basis of her skepticism 
about the streetcar, abstained from 
the vote. Garvey said that despite 
her four-month campaign and her 
years as a school board member, 
she had not had enough time to 
study the issue thoroughly. 

Her vote was not needed to pass 
the measure. The other members

School, community 
fear tough economic 
times after sanctions 

College Football 

Many in this vibrant college town 
known as “Happy Valley” worry 
that the temporary evisceration of 
Penn State’s football program might 
inflict similar damage on a commu- 
nity that, for years, thrived as fans 
flocked to home games and a far- 
flung alumni base stayed connected 
by loyalty — and by checkbook. 

After Monday’s announcement 
of NCAA sanctions, some busi- 
ness operators saw the same sil- 
ver lining that many survivors do 
after a near-death accident: They 
had feared a complete shutdown 
of Penn State’s football program 
by the NCAA. Yet they also know 
Penn State, and the hotels, eater- 
ies and university-themed apparel 
shops that cluster around campus, 
face rough times ahead. 

“Such hard hits really will hit 
the town economically, as well 
as a community,” said graduate 
student Will Ethier. “Penn State, 
Penn State football. State College, 
they’re all absolutely intertwined.

way while former assistant coach 
Jerry Sandusky brought boys onto 
campus and molested them. 

The sanctions resulted in 
Moody’s Investors Service saying 
it may cut the school’s “Aal” rat- 
ing, the second-highest-possible 
rating available. And State Farm 
is pulling its ads from broadcasts 
of Penn State football games, while 
General Motors is reconsidering its

Men are Pygs. 

That’s at least one potential takeaway 
from “Ruby Sparks ” an adroit, modest- 
ly inventive take on the Pygmalion myth 
from the actress Zoe Kazan. Kazan wrote 
the screenplay for this alternately fizzy 
and cerebral romantic comedy, in which 
she also stars. That “Ruby Sparks” just 


happens to offer a showcase for some 
bravura acting on her part — partic- 
ularly in one show-stopping sequence 
late in the proceedings — only proves 
that Kazan is as cognizant of the limit- 
ed roles for women in Holl 5 rwood as she 
is willing to take matters into her own, 
considerably watchable hands. 

If “Ruby Sparks” ultimately loses 
its nerve, perhaps that’s Kazan’s sop to 
audiences she thinks won’t be interest- 
ed in dealing with the tougher implica- 
tions of what they’ve just seen. Because 
for a while there, “Ruby Sparks” is a 
tough little movie.

When Ruby unexpectedly comes to 
life — in the red-headed, azure-eyed 
form of Kazan — Calvin initially thinks 
she’s a figment of his own needy imagi- 
nation. But when it turns out other peo- 
ple can see her, too, he’s forced into an 
increasingly provocative series of chal- 
lenges having to do with projection, con- 
trol and unconditional love. 

“Ruby Sparks” is at its best when 
it puts viewers in the highly charged 
emotional petri dish of the relationship 
between Calvin and Ruby, who begins to 
chafe at the author’s attempts to write her 
into his own, self-valorizing script. 

Perhaps it’s because “Ruby Sparks” 
fizzes along with such promise that 
its finale lands with such a quizzical 
thud. For a movie so bent on skew- 
ering illusions, “Ruby Sparks” ulti- 
mately can’t entirely let go of its own.
